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he holiday season is here, and the East End brims with cheerful 

traditions. Local villages and hamlets dress up in their holiday best, 
showing off their sparkling lights and seasonal décor. Unique celebrations 
abound, providing ample opportunity for residents and visitors to create 
joyful memories year after year. 

Some holiday traditions remain for decades, while others fade. Years 
ago, East Hampton stood out among the local hamlets and villages at 
Christmastime, as every tree along Main Street was wrapped in blue lights.

reat balls of fire! The Fireside Sessions with 

Nancy Atlas, presented by Dan’s Papers and Bay 
Street Theater, are coming back for a third year. In the 
past, the series ran on Friday nights, but this year it’s 
been moved to Saturdays. So mark your calendars 
now: every Saturday night in January is going to be 
a blow-out music bash at Bay Street beginning at 
8 p.m., and each evening will be completely fresh 
and new. 

“Each week will be a phenomenally different show,” 
says Atlas, who first presented the Fireside Sessions 
at Bay Street in 2014.

working today. On January 16, it's Clark Gayton, 
a man who funks it up on the trombone in ways 
you didn't know were possible. Guitar god Andy 
Aledort lands on January 23, which will be a night 
of fretboard wizardry between Aledort and Atlas’s 
resident virtuoso Johnny Blood—and maybe one 
or two more local guitar legends. Rounding out the 
series will be Danny Kean on January 30. He brings 
his soulful Keyboards and vocals to warm us all up in 
the depths of winter. 

Atlas is looking forward to the whole series, 
but, restless artist that she is, she 
can't help but be a little extra excited 
about the January 9 show with first- 
time guest Pelton. “He’s been the 
drummer for the Saturday Night Live 
band since 1992, but he’s also a 
phenomenal sideman,” Atlas says. 
“What's So wonderful about Shawn 
is he’s a musician’s musician. He 
plays with the big bands in front of 
10,000 people, and the next night 
he might be in a small club with 
a tasty, smaller act. He can hit 
it incredibly hard and in the next 
breath bring it down and have 
you weeping.”

With Blood’s guitar chops, 
Neal Surreal’s keys (and accordion and harmonica), 
plus the strong backbone of Brett King on bass and 
Richard Rosch on drums, the Nancy Atlas Project 
can go from funk to reggae to zydeco to country- 
rock without breaking a sweat. They've been playing 
together for over 20 years, and it shows. 

Every performance features a couple of Atlas’s 
great originals as well, but one of the things that 
makes the whole series work is Atlas’s commitment 
to showcasing her guests. Naturally, Atlas’s fans 
show up (in droves) for the Fireside Sessions, 
knowing they'll always get a great show. And 
they also get to hear a variety of brilliant artists, 
playing in styles that they might not gravitate to 
on their own. 

Although she’s quick to downplay her own role, 
Atlas is not unaware that the Fireside Sessions 
are unique.

Raise a Glass to Local Sparkling 


Tis the season to celebrate, and there’s no 
better way to enjoy the holidays than with a 
bottle of bubbly. 

“Sparkling wine is a natural pairing with celebrations. 
The holiday season is filled with friends, family and 
toasting all we have to be grateful and thankful for,” 
says Kelsey Cheslock, the Marketing and Social 
Media Coordinator at Sparkling Pointe in Southold. 

A happy accident, champagne—much like 
looster—was once considered a bottom-of-the- 
barrel indulgence.

; méthod champenoise s. “Sparkling 
— wine automatically elevates one’s 
mood, and holding a champagne 
flute provides a sense of 
sophistication,” says Cheslock.

DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Jason Kidd, the basketball star who now 
coaches the Milwaukee Bucks may have sold

morning at Shinnecock heading westbound and 
carrying a lamp. 


DELAY AT MONTAUK 

Seventeen surfers from Babylon got themselves 
trapped inside a subway car at the Montauk 
station on Saturday morning when their 
surfboards got tangled up with the closing 
doors as they tried enthusiastically to exit 
to join a protest on the beach that was in 
progress. Subway police helped get them 
extricated but by the time they did the protest 
had ended and it was time to go back to 
Babylon. The delay shut down the system for a 
half hour. 


ARTILLERY. SHELLS FOUND 

One thing that keeps things interesting on the 
subway, rather than the same thing day after 
day, is the fact that when the system was built 
in 1931 it included many storage rooms located 
behind heavy locked doors along the interior 
walls of the tunnels.

MCGUMBUS BUNKER DISCOVERED 

Shelter Island’s Old Man McGumbus has been 
flying under the radar for quite a while. In the 
past this irascible WWII veteran and secret 
Special Ops consultant, who turned 105 this 
year, had been a constant presence in the 
Shelter Island police logs, but in the last year 
very little was seen or heard of McGumbus. It 
turns out that McGumbus was more than under 
the radar, as a discovery made this week now 
explains McGumbus’s hiatus. While digging 
in the Shelter Island dunes in the process of 
furthering a controversial beach-replenishing 
project, workers with the Shelter Island Corps of 
Engineers made a surprising find. Buried under 
the dunes behind Wades Beach they uncovered 
a large, fortified bunker. Inside the bunker: Old 
Man McGumbus, alive and well. “The bunker 
is made of heavy steel plates, riveted and 
welded together,” says Shelter Island Corps of 
Engineers Chief Project Manager Sean Palfrey. 
“We had to cut our way in—there was no 
point of entry large enough to admit a human. 
McGumbus seems to have tried to permanently 
encase himself in the bunker. There was 
enough dried meat product in there to sustain 
a man for 20 years!” According to Palfrey, 
there are small portholes in the bunker for air 
exchange and perhaps to lure in the occasional 
rabbit to supply fresh meat. Palfrey noted that 
McGumbus also has an apparatus, probably 
NASA surplus, for converting urine into drinking 
water. “We think that McGumbus had begun 
secretly building this bunker around 1953—he 
seems to have completed work on it in 2014, 
at which time he must have had help sealing 
himself inside.” After medical professionals 
gave McGumbus a clean bill of health, officials 
decided that it would be best for all involved 
to return McGumbus to the bunker and reseal 
it. The bunker’s exact whereabouts will remain 
a secret. 


CASH MINIMUM ENFORCED 

The Hamptons Police set up a series of 
checkpoints on Friday to stop vehicles with 
out-of-state plates entering the Hamptons. 
The drivers of the vehicles were required to 
demonstrate that they had a sufficient amount 
of cash on hand—current statutes specify that 
visitors should have “no less than $300 in cash 
to spend per person” when coming into the 
area—before being allowed to continue. “It’s a 
law that’s been on the books for a long time,” 
says Hamptons PD spokesman Larry Hirsch, 
“but we seldom enforce it. That’s going to 
change.” According: to Hirsch, a startling 56% 
of motorists were found to have insufficient 
funding and were made to turn around 
and go back home. “We’ve discovered a 
culture of improvidence that we plan to stop,” 
says Hirsch. i.

Giving Thanks... 


For Lynn St. John, Dennis Suskind, Bill Campbell and Lenny Ackerman

he photo that accompanies this article is 

in the lobby of what today is known as 
the Topping Rose House in Bridgehampton. It 
describes how the Inn, built in 1843, was saved 
from destruction by the Committee to Save the 
Bull’s Head Tavern in 1967. 

As the Committee to Save the Bull’s Head 
Tavern had only one member, which was me, 
I am proud to have this act memorialized on 
this plaque in this fine restaurant today. | visit 
it often. 

The rest of this article is a rather personal 
account of my relationship with that building, 
with the buildings on two of the three other 
corners of this intersection, and with my desire 
to see that intersection made beautiful, which 
now, finally, is happening after all these years. 
It is also an article in which I would like to 
mention a number of people I was involved 
with regarding the architecture of the three 
buildings on these corners, and, in keeping 
with the season, give thanks for what they 
have done. There have been others, perhaps 
more important than these four people, who 
have done things. But these are the four people 
I knew and know and have worked with for 
this effort. 


When I was first came out here as.a teenager, 
when my dad bought the local drugstore in 
Montauk, I was astounded by the beauty of this 


‘place, not only with its beaches and dunes and 


harbors and ocean, but also with the serenity and 
beauty of the downtowns of these villages, all of 
which date back to colonial times. Southampton 
was founded in 1640. Bridgehampton (then 
known as Bulls Head) in 1644 and East Hampton 
(then known as Maidstone) in 1648. There was 
a governor who ruled here in the 17th century, 
appointed by the King of England. The settlers 
were all British subjects, just as they were in the 
rest of New England. (The Hamptons is the most 
southerly outpost of this development.) To 
the west were the Dutch developments of New 
Amsterdam and upstate near Poughkeepsie, but 
not here. 

Each town, except one, was beautiful in its 
own way. Great elms arched over the road in 
East Hampton. There were colonial windmills 
in evidence throughout these communities. 
There were fishing villages and there were main 
streets with great white churches, town ponds 
and village greens. 

But then there was Bridgehampton. And 
here there was something very wrong. When 
I got here, the stunning 12’ high Founders’ 


Monument sat in the middle of the street 
in the very center of that town, as it does 
today. But facing out to it were a gas station 
on one corner (behind a sign saying this had 
been the site of a Revolutionary War tavern,) 
a broken-down mansion on another corner, 
another broken-down mansion on the third 
corner that had, astonishingly, a gas station on 
its front lawn, and a fourth corner of shops that 
were built where there had formerly been the 
mustering grounds of the Revolutionary War 
Bridgehampton Militia. 

Although I am known today for having 
founded Dan’s Papers, before that happened 
I had studied to be an architect. This was 
at Harvard. I was in the Graduate School of 
Design there, and for three years I studied 
engineering, building design, city planning, art 
history and landscape architecture, returning. 
every summer to my family’s home in Montauk. 
I never completed my studies. This was a three- 
and-a-half-year graduate degree program. But 
by that third year I knew my passion was for 
publishing, not architecture. I withdrew, and as 
a result have proceeded with my life as a writer. 

What I learned about city planning and 
landscape architecture did not just go away, 
however. And though I (Cont'd on next page)

loved everything about the Hamptons, both 
naturally and historically, I truly disliked 
what some uncaring people had done at that 
serious corner by the Founders’ Monument 
in the center of downtown Bridgehampton. It 
was, indeed, the only major mistake here that 
bothered me every time I came by it. How had 
this happened? 

For this article, the story of how it happened 
is not important. The real story is how, over 
half a century since it happened, certain people 
in this community, sometimes prodded in this 
newspaper by me and by others, came to change 
it into the beautiful corner that is nearing 
completion today. Indeed, it will be possible in 
the next few years to consider Bridgehampton 
as one of the most beautiful villages in America, 
just as you might think of East Hampton or 
Southampton in that same way. 

The first person I am grateful for is Lynn St. 
John of that town, and here’s why. The Topping 
Rose House was, back in the 1960s, known 
as the Bull’s Head Inn. It was derelict at that 
point. But whoever had owned it then had sold 
it to the Sun Oil Company. This company then 
announced it would tear down the mansion and 
build another gas station on the site. Imagine 
this. There were already two gas stations on 
these four corners, one of which was on the 
front lawn of another grand mansion. Now there 
would be three. I got wind of it. So I created an 
imaginary “Committee to Save the Bull’s Head 
Tavern” and | urged readers of Dan’s Papers 
to cut up their Sunoco credit cards and mail 
them to the president of Sun Oil, which had 


its headquarters in Philadelphia. As a result of 
this, Sun Oil came up with an alternate plan. 
They would tear down the historic building and 
replace it with a gas station. 

This alternate plan was prepared in secret 
in Philadelphia. It was unveiled for the first 
time directly to me by two vice presidents 
who met me in the apartment of my Manhattan 
girlfriend at that time to seek the blessing 
of the Committee to save the Bull’s Head 
Tavern. With my blessing, it would be a cinch 
to be approved. 

“We will not only not tear the building down,” 
they told me, “we will pay to move the Inn to the 
back of the property and build the gas station in 
front of it. The Tavern will still be there.” 

“So what you're saying,” I said, “is that there 
will now be two 19th-century mansions facing 
each other at the monument, each with a gas 
station on its front lawn. I will have to speak to 
the membership about that.” 

And so they went away. And | consulted 


myself and let them know about the unanimous : 


vote in the negative, and it never got built. 

At that point, Lynn St. John, who lives in 
Bridgehampton, came to buy the derelict 
building with the intention of preserving it and 
keeping it maintained until a real angel would 
come along and provide the millions of dollars 
to do a complete renovation of it. 

Lynn St. John did that for 40 years, on 
occasion leasing out the ground floor to people 
in the antique business. Nobody lived upstairs. 
And it was in that shape when the picture 
that now appears in the front lobby of that 


restored property was taken. The angel for this 
property was Bill Campbell of Water Mill, the 
former Chairman of Philip Morris USA, who in 
2006 bought the place and spent millions of 
dollars, with partners, to restore the inn and 
its barn and then build on an adjacent vacant 
land he bought a spa, some hotel units and a 
conference center now known as the Topping 
Rose House. I am thankful for Bill Campbell. 
The savior of the decrepit old mansion behind 
the gas station across the street from the 
Bull’s Head was, in my mind, Dennis Suskind, 
a former partner at Goldman Sachs who lives 
in Bridgehampton and New York City. At the 
time he became interested in that second 
mansion—12 years ago—he was a councilman 
on the Southampton Town Board, the town that 
has jurisdiction over Bridgehampton. Through 
his efforts, none of which were the result of 
anything I did other than write about that 
other eyesore from time to time, the Town got 
involved, purchased the property with just over 
$2.5 million of CPF money, the Bridgehampton 
Historical Society (now the Bridgehampton - 
Museum) contributed a few hundred thousand 
dollars in funds and set out upon a plan to 
restore the building, with additional private 
funds needed. Today, that building, now 
known by its original 19th century name as the. 
Nathanial Rogers House, is nearing completion. 
The first part of this restoration was, by the 
way, the bulldozing down of the gas station. 
The last part, now being worked on, is the 
interior. For steering this project through this 
complicated arrangement,(Continued on page 32)

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Larry's Legs 


They Came, They Saw, They Didn’t Conquer, They’re an Accessory Structure

I: 2008, two women’s legs, very sexy-looking 


and very large, appeared on the side lawn 
of a private home where Madison Street meets 
Henry in the middle of the historic district 
of Sag Harbor. The legs were made of white 
fiberglass, sported stockings that came up 
to the upper thigh, and, way up high at the 
top, where building inspector Timothy Platt 
determined they were 16 feet 1 inch tall, they 
were connected at the hip. 

The owners of the property, Ruth Vered 
and Janet Lehr, also the owners of an art 
gallery nearby, had put them out there. They 
liked them. Some neighbors did not, thus the 
building inspector. 

The house on this property next to the tall 
legs was originally built in the 19th century 
as a Bethel Baptist Church, made of white 
clapboard. Around 1950, this church became an 
art studio for the Sag Harbor painter Abraham 


Rattner. After that, it became an art school. One 
suspects that paintings were out on the front 
lawn on easels there at that time. In any case, 
the building was in bad shape when Vered and 
Lehr bought it. But they fixed it up and restored 
it and made it into their home. It seemed 
perfectly natural to them that a grand piece of 
sculpture by a famous artist whose works sell 
for millions, should be on their front lawn. 
Building Inspector Platt, however, deemed 
it an accessory structure, like-a shed or pool 
house, and an accessory structure has to have 


_a building permit, which this one did not. The 


laws for such a structure would require that it 
be less than 15 feet tall, and it wasn’t. It should 
also have been at least 35 feet from the property 
line, and it was a foot from the property line. As 
a result of all this, Vered was sent a letter from 
the Village putting them on notice that they 
would need a building permit. 

These legs were constructed in 1994 by Larry 
Rivers, who modeled them after part of “Forty 


Feet of Fashion,” a 1969 assemblage he made for 
the Smith Haven Mall. The assemblage objects 
were mounted together as a mural. The thing 
was 40 feet long and 20 feet high. Also mounted 
on the canvas were giant fiberglass, kissable 
lips—six of them—several drawings, a clock, a 
bunch of other found objects of indeterminate 
origin, and other stuff of determinate origin. 

The man who commissioned the work was one 
of the developers of the giant Smith Haven Mall 
in Lake Grove. His name was Leonard Holzer, 
and he was married to a wealthy socialite 
by the name of Baby Jane Holzer, who in her 
youth had famously swung from a chandelier 
during a party in a mansion her parents owned 
in Southampton. 

Anyhow, Leonard Holzer had persuaded his 
partners at this mall—at the time, it was one 
of the largest malls in America—to commission 
various artists and sculptors in the area to 
adorn the vast lobby of that place at 
its opening, after which (Cont'd on next page)

they would remain on permanent display. 

It was quite an assemblage. $350,000 was 
set aside for the art in the project. Among the 
things created were not only this assemblage 
by Larry Rivers, but also a magnificent mobile 
by Alexander Calder. 

These works of art went up, and remained 
up for years, until first part of the Calder got 
disconnected and lost and then, when a later 
owner of the mall got in a fight with Rivers over 
the fact that Rivers wanted the “mural” donated 
to a museum, “Forty Feet of Fashion” was taken 
down and disassembled. 

Different pieces of the mural got into the 
hands of art dealers as “Larry Rivers originals” 
which they were, and among them were these 
great long legs with the black garter nylon 


stockings. A casting was made of the legs 
and soon thereafter they came into the 
possession of Vered and Lehr, who thought, 
well, where shall we put them? How about right 
outside the windows? 

Vered and Lehr were not happy with the 
designation assigned them by Sag Harbor 
Village. This was a sculpture, they said, not 
an “accessory structure.” Indeed, there are 
many examples of sculptures in and around 
the Hamptons, none of which needed permits. 
For example, for nearly 30 years a large granite 
sculpture by Jeff Parson called “Invitation” 
stood on the front lawn of the Dan’s Papers 
offices in Bridgehampton. But that was in 
Bridgehampton, not Sag Harbor. 

Vered and Lehr tried to work with Sag Harbor.

They applied for a building permit in 2011 and 
were denied. They applied for variances and 
they were denied in 2012. 

Finally, in 2012 they filed a lawsuit in State 
Supreme Court claiming, among other issues, 
that their civil rights were being violated. 
Eastern Long Island has been, for 125 years, 
home to some of the greatest artists in the 
world. Jackson Pollock lived and worked here. 
So did Willem de Kooning, Thomas Moran, 
Fairfield Porter, Larry Rivers, Franz Klein, Roy 
Lichtenstein, the list goes on and on. 

In the testimony about this case in the State 
Supreme Court, one neighbor, tired of looking 
out at these enormous legs, testified that 
the legs were nothing more than a marketing 
tool, Newsday reported. The owners had an 
art gallery. Here was the stuff they sold, on 
their lawn.

The argument should have had little merit. 
One could then argue that a. Cadillac in the 
driveway of the home of a Chevrolet-Cadillac 
dealer was just the man hawking his wares. 

But Judge Hudson quoted from this testimony 
in affirming the decision of the Sag Harbor 
Village Zoning Board of Appeals that these legs 
were an accessory structure. Here were other 
things he wrote. 

“The ZBA properly found that something 
can be a structure and considered art at the 
same time.” He also said giving a variance to 
something just one foot off the property line 
would be a precedent “which would undermine 
the purpose of zoning code.” 

A hardship for the plaintiffs? “Any hardship 
that would result was self created.” 

Where does this go from here? At the moment 
Vered says she is discussing her options with 
her attorney, Stephen Grossman. And she finds 
it very hard to believe that the law, even on 
appeal, has turned their case down. 

One could attempt to take this to the Supreme 
Court. But it would be expensive to try. And 
there’s no guarantee the Supreme Court would 
even take it. 

I would remind Vered and Lehr that in East 
Hampton Town, where many of the great artists 
lived and some still live, it.is against the law to 
build an unattached art studio in your backyard 
unless you deliberately do not put either a 
kitchen or running water in it. No toilet, no sink, 
no stove. That’s the only way one can be sure 
that the artist is real, and not just someone 
pretending to be a real artist who’s goal is to 
rent the place out for the summer. 

Real artists starve, shiver in the cold, and 
run to the house when they have to go. In East 
Hampton, anyway. 

Of course you could build an enclosed hallway 
between the studio and the house. Just part of 
the house, thank you very much. 

The artists claim that what gives them the 
big creative rush in the Hamptons is “the light,” 
which is hazy and muted, much like in the 
South of France. As for the bureaucrats? Bah! ga

If Donald Trump Can’t Get the Tallest Building in America, He'll Settle for #2

saw Donald Trump on TV the other day, 

the media filming him standing in front of 
Trump Tower on Fifth Avenue. “This is my 
wheelhouse,” he said, referring to the tall 
building behind him. Yup. Way up on one 
of the top floors is his personal office. It is 
from up there that he commands his real 
estate empire. 

People belittle Donald Trump by saying that 
in fact as a real estate developer he is no longer 
a big player. Of the numerous buildings that 
say “Trump” on them, a minority are actually 
owned by him. The rest of the buildings are 
owned by others who paid a licensing fee to 
have the name TRUMP on them...” 

This may be so, but there is little doubt 
that Trump hopes that one day he can build 
the tallest building in the world, and that it 
would be in New York City as a return to the 
days when all the tall buildings in the world 
WERE in New York City rather than in Dubai or 
Taipei or Kuala Lumpur. “America doesn’t WIN 
anymore,” he has famously said. : 

He announced he intended to_ build 
the tallest building in the world in Chicago in 
2001. But he backed off from that, though he 
did build the Trump International Hotel and 
Tower, which is the second-tallest building in 
Chicago, anyway. 

A few years later, he announced he would build 
the tallest building in the world in Manhattan, 
over the railroad yards on the West Side. But 
he didn’t do that either. I think it’s in his head 


still to this day. In fact, in 1995, before his most. 


recent attempts, he attained the leasehold for 
the building at 40 Wall Street, which at 927 feet 
in height WAS the tallest building in the world 
for a brief time when it was topped off in 1930. 
He calls it the Trump Building today. I suppose 
every once in a while he might go down there 
and rub the side of it for luck. You never know. 

During the first two decades of the 20th 
century, America established itself as the most 
prosperous country in the world, and New York 
City, and to a lesser degree Chicago, became 
the only cities in the world where there were 
skyscrapers. The builders of them were called 
tycoons back then (not billionaires), but the 
battle to try to build the tallest of them began 
to heat up around 1928. This was during the 
Roaring ‘20s. Money was plentiful. There were 
many skyscrapers in Manhattan by that time, 
and the tallest was the Woolworth Building, 
rising 792 feet over Manhattan. 

In 1928, two tycoons, separately and in 
different parts of Manhattan, decided they 
would build a skyscraper taller than that. Their 
first, announced in September of that year, 
was by Walter Chrysler, the Chairman of the 
automobile company that bore his name. His 
building, to be constructed from a design by 
William Van Allen, would top off at 807 feet. 
Only a short time later, the owners of the 
Bank of Manhattan announced they would 
build a skyscraper to a height of 840 feet. 
With that, Chrysler announced that the plan 
for his building would be redone. The design 
was expensive and wouldn’t work well. In two 
weeks, it was revised. It was better. Now it was 
925 feet in height. 


The Chrysler Building broke’ ground 
in midtown on September 19, 1928. The 
Bank of Manhattan Trust Building broke 
ground downtown in May of 1929. The 
race was on. 

As it turned out, both buildings came to 
completion within 30 days of each other in 
1930. But as they went up and up, the bankers 
downtown plotted and schemed to surprise 
Walter Chrysler just before everything opened 
by adding a steel crown on top. As the year 
1929 turned into 1930, all of a sudden the Bank 
of Manhattan Trust Building, with its crown 
ending with a decorative copper point, now 
suddenly stood at 927 feet, exactly 2 feet taller 
than the Chrysler Building. 

But Walter Chrysler had a surprise of his 
own. The Chrysler Building, at 925 feet, ended 
with a flat roof just above where the gargoyles 
can be seen up there today. (Actually, they 
are enormous replicas of hood ornaments 
for Chryslers and Plymouths of that day.) 
Suddenly, just one week after the bank building 
opened with a ribbon-cutting ceremony on 
April 10, 1930, an additional crown, which 
had been secretly been constructed inside 
the Chrysler Building on the upper floors, was 
pushed up to raise the height of the structure to 
1,046 feet. There was nothing that the bankers 
downtown could do. They had claimed the 
title of tallest building in the world at the 
grand opening. Now that title had flown, just 
58 days later, on May 28, 1930 with the ribbon- 
cutting uptown. 

All during these final months, however, 
there was excavation (Cont'd on next page)

thank you, Dennis. 

The third of the four corners during this half- 
century was occupied by a Mobil station, which 
later was used as a wholesale beverage barn. 
During those years, this gas station building 
(they had torn down the Revolutionary War 
tavern to build it in 1941) fell into serious 
disrepair. Although the beverage barn inside 
continued, the building around it was owned 
by a landlord who never fixed what broke. 
If shingles fell off they were not replaced, if 
windows were broken, they were fixed with 
tape. If the roof gave out and the rain leaked in, 
they put down pails inside. What a mess. 

Finally, about eight years ago, East Hampton 
developer Lenny Ackerman bought the 
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property, tore everything down and announced 
his intention to build a commercial building 
on that property. His initial plan showed a 
simply designed building. | went to see him 
and urged him to change the architecture so 
it matched the other two mansions on the 
other two corners. I told him the town would 
be beautiful if he built his commercial building 
in that Greek Revival style and I would lend my 
support for it in the paper. He agreed to do that, 
it got approved, it survived numerous protests 
from people who wanted the old Revolutionary 
War tavern reconstructed on that corner, and 
in the end got underway. We shall have a 
third Greek Revival building facing the 
Founders Monument. 

Every day or two when I happen to drive 
by the Founders’ Monument, I watch this new 
building go up. A drawing of what it will look 
like is on a big sign facing the highway. You can 
imagine what we will shortly have. 

1 give thanks to Lenny Ackerman for taking 
my suggestion. 

You might be wondering enue the fourth 
corner. It’s an attractive row of stores, faced 
in what appears to be white stucco, built quite 
some time ago. But the town, about 20 years 
ago, bought vacant land behind the stores and 
has since created there a small park that has a 
bench, a small monument and a perfect name— 
Militia Park. 

A few things do remain to be done in 
Bridgehampton to beautify it even further. 
The electric and telephone wires should 
be put underground, as_ has_ been 


done in East Hampton. 

And there needs to be more lighting on 
Main Street. 

In nearly all villages on the East End, 
streetlights on a main street are placed at 
100-foot intervals and the sidewalks and 
crosswalks and storefronts are brightly lit. In 
Bridgehampton, the interval is 200 feet, the 
same interval you see driving along the poorly 
lit rural roads that are between our towns. 

New lights should be antique and quaint in 
keeping with the ancient age of this fine town. 
Such lights, which emit a warm glow, are in 
many of our other old towns. 

Bridgehampton’s downtown is a gem. There 
are, along its three-block length, five churches 
all painted white, and they will match smartly 
with the three white grand mansions facing out 
onto the Founders’ Monument. 

Finally, and I address this to whoever is 
finishing the renovation of the Nathanial Rogers 
House for the Bridgehampton Historical Society, 
there is a chain-link fence still surrounding 
that property as it enters its final stage of 
construction, but the mansion is not open 
to the weather anymore. Please take it down 
so we have this grand view of downtown 
Bridgehampton while everything finishes up. 

What a wonderful new town center will soon 
be here. The moral of this story is, | suppose, 
study history and architecture and then open a 
newspaper. You will have an outsize voice. And 
sometimes you can make a difference.

being done on what was to be come the 
Empire State Building on 34th Street at Fifth 
Avenue. The CEO of that project was a former 
Governor of New York, Al Smith (who would 
later run for president). He had not known 
how tall the Chrysler Building would be when 
he had started work on the Empire State. 
His original plan was for it to be 1,050 feet, 
which he thought would be tall enough to 
wrest the title away from the other two, no 
matter what they did. In the end, Chrysler’s 
tower came up to 1,046 feet—he would 
win by 4 feet. And this made Smith very 
uncomfortable. Chrysler could, for example, 
win the title back with a 6-foot-tall aerial atop the 


2 Chrysler Building. 


Thus did the Empire State Building, 
at its ribbon cutting on May 1931, 
become the tallest building in the 
world for the next 42 years. 


And so, Smith decided to do to the Chrysler 
Building what Walter Chrysler had done to the 
bank building. Built it taller by an amount that 
could not be matched. 

Smith thus held a press conference at which 
he announced that his building would be still 
taller. “We are measuring its rise by principles 
of economic investment rather than spectacular 
standards,” he told The New York Times at the 
time. He would build a dirigible mast atop the 
Empire State Building, rising another 200 feet 
above the planned 1,050 feet. There would be 
a metal staircase inside this new addition, and 
it would go up to a small platform at the very 
top where a giant steel loop would be built 
at which dirigibles would tie up. Dirigibles, in 
those days, were considered a legitimate way 
to travel across the Atlantic from Europe to 
America or the other way. The Germans were 
building dirigibles. Dirigibles were the way of 
the future. 

Thus did the Empire State Building, 
at its ribbon cutting on May 1, 1931 (cut 
by Smith’s grandchildren), become the 
tallest building in the world for the next 
42 years. 

Attempts to dock dirigibles at that mast—a 
gangplank would lead the passengers to the 
building and then down thestairs to the elevators 
and to the street in 7 minutes—never succeeded. 
It was too windy to keep dirigibles in place. 
Attempts succeeded in getting dirigibles to hover 
around the mast. One attempt succeeded in 
dropping some bundles of one of the New York 
City daily papers down from a dirigible on arope 
to the top of the building, where a workmen cut 
them down, but that was it. A famous photo of 
the dirigible Los Angeles docked to the top of 
the building was, in fact, a fake. No passengers 
ever made that gangplank exit. 

The World Trade Center towers broke the 
height record in 1973 when the North Tower 
topped off at 1,368 feet. And then the Sears 
Tower in Chicago topped it by a few feet, 
coming in at 1,451 later that same year. After 
that, the record fled to high towers around 
the world. Currently, the tallest building in the 
world is the Burj Khalifa in Dubai, which stands 
at 2,717 feet. £&

are free of charge. “We have 160 events happening, 
between all of the churches, the masonic lodge, 
Santa’s workshop,” says Varela.

We have events in which donations are 
requested. They benefit food pantries and drives. 
Families who don’t have a lot of money can fully enjoy 
the festival... It’s just the whole feel of what goes on. I 
love that aura of caring in Dickens tradition.”

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Nick Di Paolo Returns to Suffolk Theater

nabashedly right-wing comedian Nick 

Di Paolo is returning to Riverhead on Saturday, 
November 28, for another evening of biting and 
politically incorrect standup. 

While Di Paolo is not a political comic, per se, he 
often quotes his friend Colin Quinn, who told him, 
“You could be telling a joke about McDonald’s and 
everyone will know how you voted.” 

His standup concerns personal stories, but also 
his observations about the state of the country. 

“My act is always a combination of proven.material 
and a lot of off-the-cuff,” Di Paolo says. “It’s a nice 
mixture. That, to me, is the best combination. You 
should be talking about some topical stuff in your 
act. I can’t stand if you stick your head in a comedy 
club and watch a comedian’s act and you don’t know 
if it’s 1988 or 2015.” 

Evergreen material may work for some comedians 
commercially, but Di Paolo says “the greats,” like 
Richard Pryor and Lenny Bruce, were talking about 
what was going on in the world. 

“It’s not an intentional decision,” Di Paolo says. 
“It’s just who I am. You try to speak from the gut 
and it’s not always pretty. And sometimes it’s really 
funny and sometimes it’s not.” 

His past jobs as a radio host and working on 
television have required him to keep on top of 
current events. Di Paolo was a writer for The Chris 
Rock Show in the late ’90s and his next gig was as a 
regular panelist on Tough Crowd with Colin Quinn, the 


short-lived Comedy Central series that came on after 
The Daily Show. 
“There has been no show before or after it where 


we spoke that frankly about race and religion,” Di 


Paolo says of Tough Crowd. 

In recent years Di Paolo has made regular 
appearances on Fox News Channel’s 3 a.m. show Red 
Eye, which similarly invites comedians to discuss 
and satirize the news—but it doesn’t allow for the 
same level of frank discussion. “You're fighting with 
one hand behind your back because you’re on a 
news channel. You can’t say stuff that’s really off- 
color on Fox News.” 

Where he can really cut loose is on radio or on his 
eponymous podcast. 

“I really love the broadcast end of it,” he says. “I 
love radio and the podcast—I love being able to be 
funny without drunk people yelling s— out.” 

He says it is a myth that alcohol makes a comedy 
audience better—in fact, the best gig he ever did 
was for 700 people from Alcoholics Anonymous. 
“They're hanging on every word and they’re sharp,” 
he recalls. “Alcohol dulls your senses. When you do 
a joke, it’s like a riddle. People have to figure it out if 
it’s a clever joke. Alcohol does not help that at all.” 

Earlier this year, Di Paolo co-starred in a much 
buzzed about episode of Inside Amy Schumer 
that parodied 1/2 Angry Men and helped propel 
the Comedy Central show to an Emmy win for 
Outstanding Variety Sketch Series. In the episode, 
he plays Juror #3 on a jury tasked with determining 
whether Amy Schumer is hot enough for basic cable.

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Hot Tuna Comes to WHBPAC December 5

hough inducted into the Rock and Roll Hall 

of Fame as members of psychedelic rock 
band Jefferson Airplane, bass player Jack Casady and 
guitarist/vocalist Jorma Kaukonen’s distinguished, 
decades-long music careers have included time with 
many bands, touching on many genres. As a duo, 
they are known as Hot Tuna, and this season their 
acoustic tour of the East Coast will bring them to 
the Westhampton Beach Performing Arts Center on 
Saturday, December 5. 

“It was really a great period of time of music for 
us and we revisited that from time to time,” Casady 
says of their years with Jefferson Airplane. “But 
at the same time, Hot Tuna gave us that artistic 
direction that is closer to home, and Jorma and | can 
appreciate that. Aside from four years or so in the 
late °70s when we didn’t play together much, we’ve 
been together [since we started] Jefferson Airplane.” 

There is an oft-repeated story about Casady that 
speaks to his mastery of the bass guitar. While 
playing with his former modern rock band SVT, he 
wrapped his hand in tape to simplify his playing 
style, which normally employs all of his fingers. 

Casady, calling from his home in Saint Helier,

a parish of the Bailiwick of Jersey off the coast of 
Normandy, confirms that the story is true, though 
says its significance is overstated. 

“That was an incident one time about—let’s see— 
38 years ago,” he says. “You have to be careful when 
you do all your sleuthing on the internet.” 

Casady was playing bass with a thumb pick, 
and wanted to change the way he would approach 
the syncopation with his first four fingers. “In order 
to convince myself not to think in that way, to think 
in downbeats all the time, I used my thumb, like a 
country musician. And there were a couple times 
when I was practicing that | taped them so I wouldn’t 
get frustrated and start using those fingers.” 

His prowess with a bass guitar is so renowned 
that Epiphone has licensed his name since 1998 for 
the Jack Casady Signature Bass. On this tour, he is 
playing Diana, an acoustic bass named for his late 
wife and built by guitar maker Tom. Ribbecke. 

Hot Tuna is best known as a blues rock band, but 
over the years has taken turns in the direction of 
hard rock, traditional rock, heavy metal, etc. Casady 
appreciates the challenge of trying a new approach 
to music, and entering a different mindset. 

“Don’t box yourself in by only listening to one kind 
of music,” he advises. 

Casady attributes his diverse tastes to his youth. 
He grew up in Washington, D.C., and had access to 
the Library of Congress’ record collection. 

“Since I was 12 years old I'd go down to the Library 
of Congress and search out music,” he recalls. “You 
could take out records. Then they were 78s. This is 


1956, °57. I would listen to music from around the 
world...that I that couldn’t get access to normally, 
but I could get access to because | was curious.” 

He consumed classical music and jazz, from the 
solo players to big bands. He admired how musicians 
composed and played. Living in D.C. also exposed 
him to Appalachian music and its signature: guitar, 
five-string banjo, mandolin and fiddle. 

“All of that left an indelible mark on me, and at the 
same time | would love the tradition of a classical 
piece,” Casady says. 

Casady is still an avid fan of hard-to-find music, but 


now he surfs the internet to sate his appetite. There 
is so much opportunity for the inquisitive mind, no 
matter what field you apply yourself in, to search out 
information,” he says. He downloads compilations 
of European and world music, 30 to 40 songs at a 
time. "Maybe I’m only attracted by a small percentage 
of them, but that’s where | find different, new musicians 
that I wouldn’t normally get to hear.”

Le Charlot’s First “Southamptonniversary!”

| & 2014, November 13 fell on a Thursday. As a 
result, Le Charlot celebrated its first anniversary 
in Southampton on Friday the 13 this year. Owner 
Theirry Gelormini was unconcerned about the 
superstition surrounding this date. With eight fine 
champagnes to choose from, what could possibly 
go wrong? Not a thing. Gelormini and his brother, 
Bruno, have run the popular Manhattan flagship of Le 
Charlot, located on the Upper East Side, since 1995. 

When my husband and I went to Le Charlot in 
Southampton for an autumnal dinner for two, I asked 
Gelormini what the most popular dishes had been 
during Le Charlot’s first summer in the Hamptons. 
He told us that the Lobster Salad appetizer, the Tiger 
Shrimp and the Thai Mussels were the hottest items 
inside Le Charlot and out on their deck. He also 
mentioned that the Cajun Chicken is a huge seller. 
Brunch was a popular meal at Le Charlot in its first 
summer—especially for those seeking French toast 
and authentic omelettes. 

Right now, in this gorgeous fall season, Le Charlot 
is offering prix fixe menus for both lunch and dinner. 
And for their first Thanksgiving in the Hamptons, 
they offered a special holiday prix fixe meal. 

I love it when Le Charlot’s sommelier appears as 
if by magic tableside. | began the meal with a fine 
house sauvignon blanc, so I may have lost some of 
the evening’s details...1 recall someone saying bon 
soir at the door every time a patron entered, and | 
remember French pop music wafting through the 


air, as well as a bevy of trim © 
Frenchmen in black scurrying 
around. Our. server Lucas 
stood out in both the French 
and handsome departments. 
He said he’s been working for 
Gelormini under a G-1 Visa. 
He’d done six months in the 
kitchen and now was. onto 
his six months in the dining 
room. After his first trial-by-fire 
summer in the Hamptons, he 
prefers the front of house. 

Husband began with a 
red Cote du Rhone, which I 
sampled and found nicely deep 
and dark. 

Mixologist Simon recently 
debuted five new cocktails that play on the 
restaurant’s name, Le Charlot, which is the French 
name for Charlie Chaplin’s famous tramp character.

T alking holiday traditions, new twists on classic 
celebrations, and enjoying every aspect of the 
season with catering and home-staging pro Arlene 
Rotfeld of Go2eventplanner. 


What are some of your favorite holiday traditions?

What is key to a successful holiday cocktail party? 

1. A full-stocked bar, elegance of martinis and 
something delicious to nibble at the bar. 

2. “Wow decorations” that are festive and lush 
to get into the holiday spirit, with great music in 
the background. 

3. Myriad heavy-duty creative passed 
hors d’oeuvres, bite-size, that take the edge off 
before dinner. 


What traditional foods are essential for a holiday 
_ party, and what are some nontraditional offerings 
you recommend? : 

Holidays mean indulging in celebratory, luxe food. 
I advise starting with the unexpected with passed 
hors d’oeuvres in unusual festive containers that add 
fun to the presentation. 

For example, to start, | add lobster to creamy 
mashed potatoes topped with Reggiano cheese in 
mini ramekins (red and green ones). Mushroom 
buttery strudel in a small gift box, crudités in a rock 
glass topped with bleu cheese dressing, ceviche 
of smoked salmon chopped in a champagne flute, 
‘topped with a Parmesan cheese twist. 

A big display of three-tier stands with iced 
oysters, colossal shrimp, lobster tails with a Dijon 
creamy sauce as an accompaniment—makes a huge 
statement. A large salad of arugula, candied cashews, 
confetti of three colorful peppers, Montrachet cheese, 
and grilled peaches in a champagne vinaigrette are 


all dazzling visually—and delicious! 

And dessert, dessert, dessert, dessert! Chocolate, 
chocolate, chocolate—this is the time to indulge! The 
diet and gym can wait. 


Beyond the food, what are some essentials for a 
perfect holiday event? 

The host making everyone comfortable. Seating 
people next to each other who have something 
in common. Games to play as teams. Plenty of 
staff to refresh drinks. Having special-diet foods for 
guests (who mentioned that prior). And great, great 
background music—not too loud. 


What are some trends that people should consider. 
in order to elevate an event at this time of year? 

Do only a cocktail party of diverse, elegant food— 
two hours of light bites and exceptional wine with 
jazz in the background is fantastic. 

An only-desserts party—all that are bite-sized and 
displayed on mix-match platters. 

Three tier stands, china teacup and saucers, a 
linen-wrapped fine tea selection, romantic linens and 
shabby chic pillows on the Chiavari chairs. 

Or a small dinner party under a four-pole tent of 
muslin accented with tassels on the four corners. 

Creating ambience is key. 


What role can florals play at an event during the 
holiday season? 

Florals take on a whole new meaning at the 
holidays. To be greeted in the foyer with tall red 
amaryllis potted in gold urns, paperwhites and pine 
cones is stunning. 


What are some common mistakes people make in 
planning a holiday event on their own—and how 
can an expert help overcome them? 

Hire an expert—it’s too overwhelming not to. 

We are calm pros who can handle the endless, 
glorious details. | attend each party and the result 
is a seamless flow. It is an important investment to 
have it catered, staffed and decorated. The client can 
then concentrate on her dress, hair and makeup and 
enjoy the festivities!

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Bistro 72 Offers a Delectable Piece

i | nside the lux Hotel Indigo East End in Riverhead 
is the hidden treasure, Bistro 72. Executive Chef 
James Junk offers guests the best in local cuisine, 
striving to embody the farm-to-table concept of dining 
by sourcing ingredients directly from surrounding 
farms including Satur Farms, Davis Peach Farm, 
Catapano Dairy Farm and North Fork Potato Chips. 

Inside the restaurant you'll feel like you’ve stepped 
into a faraway oasis—if the weather allows, you can 
enjoy the gorgeous outdoor area. My dining partner 
and I sat inside near the cozy fireplace, in front of the 
crooning piano player. 

We began with a Bistro 72 staple, the fried calamari. 
Chef explained how he treats the calamari, cooking it 
first and then marinating it in a mixture that includes 
Worcestershire sauce, before tossing it into the 
batter for frying. The result is the most-tender fried 
calamari you will ever sink your teeth into. The 
batter is light and stays with the calamari as it is fried 
golden, seasoned to perfection, served with a trio of 
dipping sauces—hoisin sauce, Thai peanut and spicy 
chili (we liked the hoisin and chili the best). 

The short rib taco is beyond delightful, and a fun 
fusion dish. Served in a freshly made, super-light and 
crunchy shell, the short rip was sweet and smoky, 
tender, served with delightful potato straws stuck 
playfully on top. 

The plating at Bistro 72 is second to none. Chef 
pulls out all the tricks with every dish, paying 
homage to the phrase “you eat with your eyes first.” 

After we devoured the tacos, we tried the silky 
smooth butternut squash soup, served with 
adorable, earthy micro greens (from a local farm, 
of course) and topped with roasted pumpkin seeds. 
A wonderfully warm and comforting dish, slightly

sweet but decidedly earthy. A perfect way to warm 
up on a cold night. 

The Bistro 72 salad is a seasonal dish, and ours 
featured blueberries, candied pecans and red onion 
tossed with a champagne and poppy seed dressing 
and topped with garlic toast covered in goat cheese 
crumbles—a decadent salad, I couldn’t help but love 
every bite. 

Next, Chef treated us to his salmon, one of the 
prettiest and tastiest dishes yet. The fresh, wild- 
caught salmon is seasoned to perfection and pan 
sautéed until the outside is so crispy you'll wonder 
if you’ve died and gone to foodie heaven. The filet 
is perched atop a divine pistachio risotto cake 
and vibrant green asparagus. It is all topped with 
a cascade of beurre blanc that is buttery and light, 
lending a delicate feel. A dish as epic in design as it is 
in flavor and texture, the salmon is a pure delight for 
any discerning diner’s palate. 

Not to be outdone, the seared scallops came next,

as artfully presented as the salmon. The gleaming 
scallops are pan fried on both sides until they have 
that delightful crisp exterior that we all know and 
love. Served with earthy and bright kale pesto rice, 
asparagus, and more of that luscious beurre blanc. 

The restaurant has moved toward steakhouse 
cuisine, so we had to try the Filet Mignon. It was 
as tender as you would expect from any great 
steakhouse, served with housemade garlic mashed 
potatoes and asparagus. 

Chef urged us to try one of his favorite desserts— 
the Banana Brilée. He tops banana boats with sugar 
and torches them until crunchy like the exterior of 
a traditional créme brilée. Served with ice cream, 
drizzled with caramel and nuts, it was the perfect 
way to end the night—alongside my frothy, hot, 
decaf cappuccino, of course. ga.

Wind-swept bluffs butt up against deep harbors and 
premier surf spots. Miles of serpentine hiking trails 
curl around the lighthouse, the oldest in New York 
State. With its preserved, raw natural beauty, the 
hamlet is light years away from Gotham’s concrete 
jungle in every way except one: You can drive there.

Coast. We’re about 70 feet above sea level, but we 
are on the water. So it’s this hilly, craggy, tree-filled 
property that comes up to an edge and then goes 
straight down to [Fort Pond Bay],” she raves. 

When building the home, inspiration came from the 
two-acre property itself, which overlooks Culloden 
Point. “[The land] felt very historic, authentic, super 
outdoorsy and unique....the design of the house 
fell in line with that whole sensibility. You want 
a feeling like everything is a breath of fresh air,” 
Frerer-Schmidt notes. 

Key to the home’s construction was maintaining 
an unbroken line of sight, which is a part of what 
makes people feel so peaceful when they go to the 
bay or the ocean. “The whole property has that,” 
Frerer-Schmidt says. 

“Design-wise, we wanted the home to feel natural, 
like a winding journey through the property to 
the waterfront. We lined [the property] up so that 
everything would have this feeling...like a journey 
into the water,” she continues. 

As you travel up the natural driveway, which 
features Long Island stone with quartz and steel, 
you first spot the home; coming closer, the home’s 
extensive use of glass becomes apparent. You can 
see through to the backyard where there’s a pool, 
then a pool house, and beyond that, the bluffs 
leading down to Fort Pond Bay. One of the home’s 
unique aspects is the third-story roof deck, which 
offers sweeping views of the water. “I think that the 
transparency that’s achieved with pathways, glass, 
the roof deck and porches is essential to the journey 
and the connectedness throughout the entire two- 
acre property,” Frerer-Schmidt says. 

In addition to having a calming aspect, the design 
of the house is also functional for a family with two 
small children, because they’re always in sight.
